Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 10, drawn to a method for modulating an immune response with a 
mannose, classified in class 424, subclass 187.1. 

II. Claim 1 1 , drawn to a method for modulating an immune response with a 
L-fucose, classified in class 424, subclass 187.1. 

III. Claim 12, drawn to a method for modulating an immune response with a 
concavilin A, classified in class 424, subclass 187.1. 

IV. Claim 13, drawn to a method for modulating an immune response with a 
prodimicin A, classified in class 424, subclass 187.1. 

V. Claim 14, drawn to a method for modulating an immune response with a 
sugar, classified in class 424, subclass 187.1. 

VI. Claim 15, drawn to a method for modulating an immune response with a 
gp120, classified in class 424, subclass 187.1. 

VII. Claims 19-23, drawn to a method for modulating an immune response 
with a monoclonal antibody, classified in class 424, subclass 187.1. 



Claims 1-9, and 16-19 link(s) inventions l-VII. The restriction requirement among 
the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1 and 
9. Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement 
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as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or 
otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined 
and fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that 
require all the limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right 
if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; 
amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) including all the limitations of the 
allowable linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the 
claims of the continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant 
application.

Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are drawn to different structures that can be used in the same 
method.
